Airman Fails to Make 
Record; Saves Self. 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Seven miles in the air, Lieut.

series of fires in the engine of his 
airplane and won. ' 


Half a dozen times, he deliberately | 


wenf into head or tail spins or back 
slips in order to extinguish the flames. 
Several times his plane was out of 
control, but Champion, by skfliful man- 
euvers, saved himself and his machine. 
Refused to Use Parachute. 
The aviator refused to seek safety in 
a parachute leap. He knew that 
should he abandon it, the pilotless 
plane would crash, smashing the baro- 
graph, the delicate instruments on 
which depended proof that he had ex- 
ceeded the world’s altitude records. He 
knew also that the plane might tall | 
into the heart of the nation’s capital, 
periling the people there. 
Then, when he had brought his blaz 
ing craft to a landing in a cornfield, he 
learned that the barograph he pro- 
tected had betrayed him. It showed 
he had failed of a record by 1,600 feet. 
This wag in conflict with the record of 
‘his altimeter, which showed he had 
reached 47,000 feet, 6,180 feet higher 
than the record made by Collizo, a 
eke aviator, on August 23, 1926. 


Up to U. 8S. Bureau. 

Which of these figures will be per- 
mitted to stand depends on the decision 
of the federal bureau of standards. 
The altimeter and the barographs were 
sent there tonight to be checked. One 
barograph was smashed and the other 
damaged and the bureau must decide 
whether these or the altimeter told 
how high Champion went. | 

Taking off from the Anacostia 
naval air station near here tin the 
early morning, Champion had climbed 
with his plane for forty minutes when 
two of the cylinder heads of his motor 
blew out. 
Apparently one of the flying pieces 
knocked the oxygen tube from Cham- 
pion’s mouth as he said that he be 
came uncoriscious. What happened 
to the plane then he is unable to say, 
but when he regained consciousness 
he was lying on his back with the 
oxygen tube just above him. 
Engine Bursts in Flames. 

Finally, locating the tube, the avi- 
ator again regained control of\ his 
plane only to have 
burst into flames. 
_ & violent side slip followed by a nose 
dive.extinguished the flames, but al- 
most wrecked the engine, which was 
vibrating violently. On four other oc- 
easions before the plane was landed 
the engine caught fire. On each occa- 
sion Champion sidesliipped or nose 
dived the plane until the flames died 
out. Lieut. Champion believes that 
two cylinder heads‘of the engine weré 
\blown off when he first noticed vibra- 
ition at the top of his climb.

A NOVEMBER SESSION. 

It is to be hoped the President will consider the 
suggestion of Senator Smoot for a special session 
in November. .The President wisely refused to call 
congress for a partisan manhandling of flood relief 
and the manufacture of party hoakum during the 
summer, but the coming session will have at least 
two or three tasks which are likely to involve pro- 
longed debate and parliamentary maneuvering. 
We hope, but are not very sanguine, that flood 
relief and the formulation and initiation of a sound 
and comprehensive flood control program can be 
kept free from party or sectional tactics. If it is 
there should not be too much delay in reaching the 
necessary legislation. Tax revision, desirable as 
it is, will certainjy be entangled in party and fac- 
tional wrangling and a great deal of time will be 
spent in getting a sound revision through the 
rapids. It is also possible that a new naval limita- 
tion convention will give rise to a prolonged de- 
‘bate in the senate or a failure of the Geneva con- 
ference may compel us to give serious reconsider- 
ation to our naval policy and d€étermine upon new 
expenditures. 

The period of the regular session before the holi- 
wasted because it is not long enough to get serious 
work really under way.
